To  the  Members  of  the  Newhaven  Port  Health  Authority 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Port  Health  Report  for 
Newhaven  for  the  year  1967. 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  several  extensions  to  the  use  of 
Newhaven  as  a  port.  The  most  important  development  has  been  the 
establishment  by  Fisher  and  Duforest  (Shipping)  Ltd.,  of  a  regular 
cargo  service  to  North  Africa,  Mediterranean  ports  and  the  Canary 
Islands.  The  bulk  of  the  trade  is  concerned  with  the  importation 
of  fruit  and  vegetables  from  these  ports.  The  service  commenced  on 
7th  May  and  there  has  been  a  weekly  arrival  on  average  since  then. 

During  the  year,  Newhaven  was  chosen  as  the  port  through  which 
atomic  waste  for  disposal  is  shipped  out  of  the  country.  The  waste 
is  contained  in  sealed  drums  which  are  deposited  in  the  Atlantic 
beyond  the  edge  of  the  Continental  shelf.  There  is  no  danger  to 
health  either  to  persons  handling  the  cargo  or  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  area.  Also  worthy  of  note  was  the  last  importation  of  coal  on 
19th  March.  This  trade  has  finished  with  the  closing  of  the  East¬ 
bourne  gas  works. 

The  Car  Ferry  and  Passenger  service  between  Newhaven  and  Dieppe 
extended  from  1st  January  to  31st  December,  with  the  peak  arrivals 
and  departures  (12  per  day)  lasting  from  June  to  September. 

The  system  for  the  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  and  Commonwealth 
Immigrants  followed  the  same  pattern  as  adopted  the  previous  year. 

This  ensures  that  a  Medical  Inspector  attends  all  arrivals  during  the 
period  09C0  hours  -  1800  hours  and  that  the  duty  doctor  in  Newhaven 
is  available  if  required  for  any  arrival  between  1800  hours  and  0900 
hours.  4  lady  attendant  meets  every  boat  and  calls  out  the  duty 
doctor  if  required.  During  the  year  the  total  number  of  inward  pas¬ 
sengers  (Alien,  Commonwealth  Immigrants,  and  British)  which  arrived 
at  the  port  w as  251,437  (239,861  in  i960)  whilst  outward  passengers 
numbered  244,534  (248,450  in  1966).  A  total  of  65,241  Aliens  arrived 
during  1967  compared  with  63,569  in  1966  and  of  thesel37were  refused 
permission  to  land  by  the  Immigration  Officer,  and  337  were  subjected 
to  detailed  medical  inspection.  None  were  refused  permission  to  land 
on  medical  grounds.  Of  the  5194  Commonwealth  Immigrants  who  arrived 
at  the  Port  in  1967,  21  were  refused  permission  to  land  by  the  Immi¬ 
gration  Officer,  and  three  were  subjected  to  a  detailed  medical 
inspection.  None  were  refused  permission  to  land  on  medical  grounds. 

The  total  tonnage  entering  Newhaven  Port  in  1967  was  1,124,640 
compared  with  1,195,166  tons  in  1966.  In  1967  the  number  of  ships 
entering  the  Port  were  1,263  from  foreign  ports  and  564  coastwise. 
Imports  in  1967  amounted  to  389,263  tons  (361,554  tons  in  1966)  and 
were  comprised  chiefly  of  vehicles,  loaded  lorries,  coal,  building 
and  roadmaking  material,  fruit,  vegetables  and  other  foodstuffs  and 
timber.  Exports  in  196/  amounted  to  119,036  tons  (92,666  tons  in 
1966)  of  which  accompanied  vehicles  was  the  chief  item.  The  other 
important  items  were  scrap  metal,  loaded  lorries,  grain,  unaccompanied 
vehicles,  furniture  and  car  parts. 


No  cases  of  infectious  disease  involving  ships  ire re  notified 
during  the  year. 

I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Harrison,  the  Port  Health  Inspector,  and  all 
the  doctors  who  helped  in  the  medical  inspection  of  Aliens  and  Common¬ 
wealth  Immigrants  for  their  valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year. 
My  thanks  are  also  due  to  H.  M.  Customs  and  H.  M.  Immigration  Service 
for  their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation.  I  am  also  most 
grateful  for  the  help  given  by  the  staff  of  British  Rail  and  by  all 
other  departments  and  individuals  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Port 
Health  Service. 

Finally,  I  want  to  tender  my  thanks  to  you  for  your  help  and 
encouragement  during  the  year.

The  Port  is  a  designated  approved  port  for  this  purpose. 

Trapping,  poisoning  and  gassing  are  available.  The  Contractors 
carrying  out  this  work  are  Associated  Fumigators  Limited  and  Ratsouris 
Limited . 

4 .  Progress  in  the  rat-proofing  of  shins. 

Ships  using  the  port  are  mafriLy  Cross-Channel  passenger  and 
cargo  vessels  with  a  high  degree  of  rat-proofing  and  little  harbourage. 
Colliers  entering  the  port  have  been  found  to  be  almost  devoid  of 
harbourage,  while  in  the  modern  vessels  rat-proofing  is  good. 

If  any  excessive  temporary  harbourage  is  discovered  the  Master 
is  required  to  abate  same.

5 .  Accommodation  for  Medical  Inspection  and  Examination 

As  a  result  of  a  request  from  the  Chief  Immigration  Officer  for 
additional  accommodation,  it  was  decided  that  one  of  the  two  medical 
inspection  rooms  could  be  vacated  by  the  medical  inspectors.  The 
Customs  have  therefore  let  their  search  room  be  incorporated  in  the 
Immigration  Officers  accommodation  and  are  now  using  the  vacated  medi¬ 
cal  inspection  room  as  a  search  room.
